To Pish With Electricity 


M a Stunt 


T 


HE Electrical Experimenter telli 


how to lure fl*h by electricity, 
a new and efficient *tunt to 
which a few batteries and an 


electric Ught mar be applied. In a re- j 
cent patent for thi* pnrpote an inven- 
tor has provided a device which !• in- 
tended to Induce timid flab to venture 
from their hiding place* la drift* into 
the open water, where they may be 
easily caught by the patient and per- 
•iitent fisherman. 


The device consists merely of an 


electric lamp incased in a strong glass 
container, a float to regulate the depth 
of the glass, a coil of wire aud a few 
batteries to werslze tbe Jarcp. 
The 


wires are insulated from the water by 
a length of rubber tubing and the bat- 
teries stored in a portable box on 
shore. The flexibility of the tubing, 
however, permits it to bend easily 
under the strees of flowing water. A 
small switch mounted on the outside 
of the box completes or opens the cir- 
cuit to the lamp at will 


When the fisherman is ready for op- 


erations he sets his float at the prop'er 
place nud drops the lamp into the war 
ter. He then allows his line to hang 
alongside the lamp and proceeds to 
make himself comfortable. Tlie fish 
soon crowd around to view the electri- 
cal display, and when one attempts to 
relieve the hook of it* bait the angler 
pulls him in. After all of the- fish at 
one place have been drawn from their 
hiding places the fisherman tarns oft* 
his light and draws It shoreward. The 
tubing is now coiled and placed with 
Hie lamp and float in the bor contain- 
ing the batteries, and. picking up his 
bos and fishing tackle, the merry an- 
gler proceeds to invade another choice 
spot where the fish have as yet not 
been introduced to ths wonders of elec- 
tricity. 


HOLIDAY HINT. 


How to Mak« the Vtry B»tt Fudg* 


For th« Party. 


Stirring: while hot makes the fudge 


liable to grain. Tou can be more cer- 
tain of making soft, creamy fudge If 
you let. it heat gradually and do not 
stir after !t.begins to boil. Some peo- 
ple even wait, before beating the 
fudge, until It is cold, eo as to make 
sure that it will not become grainy. 


If you wish yonr fudge to be rich, 


use chocolate instead of cocoa. Two 
squares of chocolate, melted over hot 
water, take the place of three table- 
spoonfuls of cocoa. 


Do not add nuts while the fudge is 


hot. The heat wilts the nuts and takes 
part of their flavor away. 


Never add vanilla until after the 


fudge has been removed from the fire. 
as the flavor of the vanilla goes off in 
the steam if it Is allowed to boll. 


Always buy a good brand of vanilla. 


The cheap bottles of vanilla do not 
have the flavor of real vanilla and are 
more expansive In the end. because 
you have to use twice as much In or- 
der to get the same flavor that you get 
from a small amount of good vanilla.

How « Test Is Being Msde of Diff*r«nt 


Woods. 


More than four and a half billion feet 


of lumber yearly Is made into boxes in 
the United States, and the problem of 
lessening the great losses due to break, 
age of boses carrying merchandise is 
one of importance. A specially design- 
ed testing machine Is now being used- 
at the forest products laboratory in 
Wisconsin in the attempt to determine 
the best kinds of boxes for given serv- 
lc» and th« woods best suited for box 
making. A hextgonr I drum with three 
and one-half foot sides is lined tvith 
thin sheets of ateel, and piece* of 
scantling bolted to the end cause the 
boiea placed Inside to be raised and 
dropped back as the drum is rotated. 
The fall is regarded as an imitation 
of the average handling in transporta- 
tion. Tke test boses are filled -with 
cans containing venter, and a careful 
record is made of the number of falls 
required to break up each box thus 
loaded and of the manner in which 5t 
falls. From data yielded by the tests 
already made box woods have been 
classified in three groups. 


Why Mipl* Wood I* Popular For Pipe*. 


Well seasoned hard maple is among 


the latest woods proposed for smok- 
ers* pipe?. The so called French briar, 
the root of the white heath (Erica ar- 
borta) of southern Europe, Is rapidly 
disappearing, and such substitutes us 
the mountain laurel and the rhododen- 
dron have been chosen from a num- 
ber of common -roods Wed. The taa- 
ple pipo is said to color equal to the 
beat meerschaum; It absorbs all Juices 
like clay without having the unpleas- 
ant taste of clay: it is never bitter, 
and It Is not liable to bum except 
whea rooked in a strong draft or 
wind.
